MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 17.—That 

the people of Edmonton and northern 
Alberta have been deprived of sugar 
during the canning season when it is 
most needed, by permitted profiteer- 
{ng would seem to be proved by the 
following facts, which have been ob- 
tained from a thoroughly reliable 
source, 
A few weeks ago an Edmonton 
wholesaler wired his New York con- 
nection asking if he could be put in 
touch with a source from which sugar 
could be obtained. He was informed 
that a firm tn London, Ontario, had 
ten cars which they were holding at 
sixteen cents a pound but the sugges- 
tion was made that they might con- 
sider a lower price. At that time the 
market price was ten and a half cents. 
The Edmonton firm wired an offer of 
twelve cents, which while it was one 
and a half cents above the market, 
was submitted because of the great 
need for sugar in that territory. The 
offer was declined in a collect mes- 
eage and the Edmonton house wa 
informed that sixteen cents was the 
lowest price at which the ten cars 
could be obtained. At the time this 
sugar was bought it probably cost 
nine and a half cents, certainly not 
more than ten cents, so that on this 
basts at the price asked the London 
tirm would make the very satisfactory 
profit of sixty per cent. on the cost 
price.

The minimum wage for workers 
provoked warm discussion. Munro 
Grier of Toronto, @ member of the 
manufacturers’ group, admitted the 
justice of granting a minimum wage 
to women and minors, but thought 
there should be no such provision in 
regard to male workers. 

Miss Helen A. Guthrie, of Vancou- 
ver, who replied for labor, reminded 
him that every argument he had used 
in favor of minimum wage law for 
women had equal application In the 
case of men. Skilled or unskilled the 
laborer was worthy of his hire. If the 
women were the mothers of the fu- 
ture generation, it was equally true 
that the men were the fathers of that 
same generation, and healthy children 
could not be expected from pauper- 


ized, weakened fathers. If unskilled 
labor was employed, it was because

Pat Burns in an enthusiastic in- 
terview at Calgary on the subject of 
irrigation said that if irrigation were 
general in Alberta there would 
never be avy fear as to drought. As 
@ converted old timer, he writes to 
Colonel J. S. Dennis of the C. P. R., 
aud William Pearce to congratulate 
them on the triumph of irrigation, 
admitting that he did not pay much 
@ttenation to it in the old days. Now 
after having just completed a trip 
over the irrigated district, west of 
Calgary, he {felt that he should make 
amends by expressing his* appre- 
clation, and so has handed copies of 
cougratulatory letters to the press 
fer reproduction. Touching on the 
tangible proofs of irrigation that he 
saw, and commenting on the wonder- 
ful adaptability of the land for the 
purpose, and the supply of water 
available be concludes “If this had 
only been undertaken years ago 
there weuld be no talk of a possible 
shortage of food for cattle, but it 
would be now what it will be in the 
future, one of the richest localities 
in America. Really I think that 
the West sbould be proud of the 

esession of two far-eeeing citizens 
ike yourselves, and if your advice 
is followed and further miracles 
worked by spreading the water over 
other portions of southern Alberta, 
thus converting them into as fruitful 
@ country as parts bow are, you 
will both deserve the fullest re- 
cognition of your fellow citizens in 
Alberta.” 

Commenting editorially on the 
interview, the ‘Malgary Herald” 
says; “Looking back over tne his- 
tory of irrigation development in the 
west the controversy d animosity 
of the farmers towards the preposed 
scheme are remembered as well as 
tee qxiticiam and condempation of 


the men who were responsible for it, 
and that those men suffered, and 
suffered severely is beyond ques- 
tiou. They who in the early days 
foresaw the need of water on the 
land, if agriculture in Southern 
Alberta was to endure, and who in 
spite of being laughed at as vision- 
aries and theorists, induced the C, 
P, R. to go ahead and construct the 
systems now in operation, are at 
least seeing their visions realized. 
That is some measure of com- 
pensation and satisfaction to them, 
but as Mr. Burns points out in his 
letter published today, they deserve 
more; they deserve in addition the 
fullest recognition of their fellow 
citizens tn Alberta, Five names 
stand out definitely in this con- 
nection: Those of Col, J. S. Dennis, 
Lord Shaughnessy, Sir Wm. White, 
William Pearce, and Sir A, T. Galt. 
Messrs, Dennis and Pearce it was, 
who determined the practicability of 
the scheme, the source of water 
supply, and who constructed the 
system; Sir Wm. White urged it 
upon the C, P, R. management. Lord 
Shaughnessy approved, authorized 
and provided the funds to bring it 
to fruition, and Sir A. T, Galt con- 
etructed and began operation of the 
A. R. and L project south of Letb- 
bridge, Of these five mea, two have 
passed away, and aeither criticism 
nor approva! can new affect them. 
One, Lord Shaughnessy, bas in great 
degree retired from active railway 
life, but the other two, Messrs, 
Dennis aud Pearce still live and 
work among us, and it is to them 
and of them that Mr. Burne writes 


in recognition of the benefit that | 


their far-sightedness bas conferred 
on this country. 

Nobody knows the value of irri- 
gation better thap Pat Burns, Can- 
ada's cattle kima, The career ef thia 


man, now a champion of irrigation 
is one full of interest: 

Pat Burns was ihe son of a farmer 
and was born in Kirkfield, Ontario, 
at the age of eleven he was a cattle 
trader. 

This meat millionaire has a busi- 
ness today which requires huge 
packing plants in Calgary and Van- 
couver, to supply the needs of Wer 
seventy-six distributing houses and 
retail stores throughout British Col- 
umbia and Alberta, At Calgary, 
Burn's headquarters, the packing 
plant and office form a town in 
themselves. The plant itn Van- 
couver is on the water front, and 
will have a wharf at which ocean- 
going steamers will be able to load 
with beef on the hoof, or dressed 
meats for foreign trade, The two 
plants can kill, clean, dress up, and 
get ready for market over 500 steers 
a day, 

Burns came to the West “raw” 
with a pick and shovel, and worked 
for $1.50 a day as @ mavvy en the 
Cc, P. R. By careful living and sav- 
ing, he managed to save up enough 
money to buy a little stock, and he 
homesteaded near Brandon. He con- 
tinued to save, and by working on 
his homestead and on the railroad as 
well, he managed to roll up quite a 
snug little bank account. When the 
Canadian Pacific drove its ‘ast spike, 
he moved further east, and settled in 
Calgary, then alittle “cow town”, 
as a Wancher. 

British Columbia began to open 
up. Mines were discovered in the 
Kodotenays, The C. P. R, began to 
advertise, and settlers swarmed in. 
Burns saw his opportunity, and from 
his prairie herds, he shipped beef 
into the mountains, His renfark- 
able. career began then, and con- 
tinued in progressiveness unti) te-

day he is one of the millionaires in 
the thriving Western metropolis of 
falgary, which has grown from its 
“cow town” stage into a big city 
with imposing buildings and an at- 
mosphere of “bustle” which im- 
presses even the visitors from Chis 
cago, 

Unquestionably, Burn's success 
had been due to foresightedness, He 
knew the West and its possibilities 
when others saw it merely as a feed- 
ing ground for cattle; and when the 
time came, he was prepared to 
“stick”; he sensed the invasion of} 
capital, and bought real estate with 
the shrewdness that has alway 
characterized his investments; an 
today Burns is one of the bigges 
landowners in Alberta. 

He holds a majority of stock i 
almost every legitimate stock enter 
prise in the Province, and bocs 
that enterprise to the limit. If 
always knows where he is go.ng be 
fore he starts, and he is always 
the job. 

He has a magnificent stone hou 
in Calgary, which is known as "P 
Burn's Castle”.
